Pugh Gives the Repealers a Hypo- 
dermic Injection. 


JOHN SHERMAN WANTS BONDS ISSUED. 


Mr. Cleveland Says They Can Be Issued 
Under an Old Law-—He Is for 
Relie’, Too. 


Washington, October 25.—(Special.)— 
Both in the senate and in the lobbies this 
Was u quiet day. It is generally conceded 
ou all hands now that the Voorhees bill 
aud amendments are to be voted on. Sen- 
ator Faulkner is making a strong effort 
to rally a majority for his amendment, but 
the leading senators do not think it possi- 
ble to pass any amendment which has 
been offered. 

Senator Morgan has stated that he in- 
tends to introduce an amendment to re- 
peal the ten per cent tax on state banks 
and to discuss it before a vote is taken. It 
is understood tuat a majority of the senate 
is in favor of this. The democrats are 
committed to it, but the leading senators 
tell me that many who favor the repeal 
of the ten per cent tax on state banks will 
vote aghinst it as an amendment to the 
Voorhees bill, in order that the president’s 
recommendation that the unconditional re- 
peal bill without amendments or attach- 
ments shajl be adepted. 

Senater Sherman gave pvotice this morn- 
ing that he Mmtended to introduce an amend- 
mens providing for an issue of bonds. He 
explained at the same time that there is 
No use in the democrats denying it that a 
bond issue is necessary and has to be pro- 
vided for. The leading democrats, how- 
ever, attempted to persuade him not to offer 
that as an amendment to the repeal bill 
and late this afternvon he agreed that he 
would not. The idea of the majority of 
the leading democrats bow is pw pass the 
repeal bill just so. Mr. Cleveland has made 
a point of it and as he will not yield they 
think it best for the democrats of the sen- 
‘ate to yield in order to retain party hafmo- 
ny and a united party on ail things. 

The Administration Was for Compromise. 

I had a talk with Senator Gorman about 
the situation this afternoon. He stated 
that when the contest opened there was a 
eclenr majority of.eight in the senate against 
unconditional repeal, but that majority was 
soou reversed and it became apparent that 
there was eight majority for repeal. That 
eight has now been iuereased to twelve 
majority for repeal. Senator Gorman fur- 
ther stated that when the compromise wys 
draws Up lt Was trdersteod by all tle een- 
ators who signed it that the administration 
_was favorable to it. There was a change, 


# however. when Mr. Cleveland announced 


against it on Monday. Mr. @orman, with 
all the other leading democratic senators, 
- ww thinks that the best plan for the demo 
cratic senators to pursue is simply to allow 
the senators who have not concluded their 
speeches to do so, and then vote upon the 
amendments offered, and finally upon the 
bill. He thinks that some time during next 
week the unconditional repeal bill will tinal- 
ly pass. While a few days ago he thought 
2 compromise the best solution of the prob- 
lem, now he thinks all factions of demo- 
erats of the senate will be magnanimous 
enough to get together for the party's good 
and do that which the administration is 
thoroughly committed to. 
Carlisle ConsuJts Sherman. 

By the way the statement in these dis- 
patches that Senator Sherman had a long 
consultation with President Cleveland Sun- 
day afternoon came about from the fact 
that Senator Sherman and Mr. Carlisle had 
a consultation in which Mr. Sherman ad- 
vised the secretary of the treasury to ad- 
vise with the president against this com- 
promise, saying that it would be ruinous 
to the country. Mr. Carlisle, when he vis- 
ited the president, laid Sherman’s views 
before him and after consultation the state- 
ment which was sent out by the press as- 
sociation that the president was opposed 
to compromise and for unconditional re- 
peal and nothing else. was prepared. Sev- 
eral senators and others about the capitol 
to whom both Senator Sherman and Sec- 
retary Carlisle talked understood that Sher- 
wan's suggestions were made direct, and 
the statement was thus given out. It was 
printed here in all the afternoon papers 
and in several of the New York papers. 
Several times during this discussion in the 
senate Senator Sherman has tendered his 
advise to the president through Secretary 
Carlisle. He has had many long confer- 
enees with the secretary of the treasury, 
many of them at the request of Carlisle, 
who says he looks upon Sherman as one of 
the great statesmen financiers of the 
country. 

Sherman Wants Bonas. 

The icading democratic senators today 
were all of the opinion that unconditional 
repeal would go through next week, and 
with them now the question is, what is to 
come after repeal? Some of them express- 
ed the opinion that President Cleveland 
would send a message to congress, urging 
the coinage of the seigniorage in the treas- 
ury. but the republicans have announced 
that they will fight this. In fact, they say 
that the Sherman law provides that no 
more coin certificates shall be issued. They 
claim that the seigniorage cannot be coined 
unless the seigniorage bill amends the re- 
maining sections of the law. The repub- 
licans think this bad policy , and 
will fight it, and it is said some 
democrats wiil do likewise. The leading 
repeag senators agree with Senator Sher- 
man that a bond issue must be provided 
for. There is a deficiency in the treasury 
of $50,000,000 which must be made up at 
once, and the only way to do that in the 
event that a bill to coin the seigniorage 
cannot be adopted, is to issue bonds. They 
v@l favor that and so will a majority of 
the republicans, but the southern demo- 
‘rats are bitter against a bond issue and 
this will lead to another fight. Mr. Cleve- 
land holds, however, that bonds can be is- 
sued under the law of 1875, and he may 


relieve. the embarrassing situation by in- | 


structing Seeretary Carlisle to issue them. 
Making Peace with Their Constituents. 
I understand also that after repeal, Mr. 
Cleveland has siated to several scnuiors 
that he will send a message to congress 
urging the adoption of yg bill to repeal the 
10 per cent tax on state banks. <A ecena- 
tor who is on intimate terms with the pres- 
ident told me today that because the pres- 
ident oppeses the compromise that the im- 


pression must not be given to the coun- 
try that he was not in favor of financial 
relief to the people. He had connnitied 
hunself to repeal, and, though at one time 
he thought it was best to compromise, as 
the jndications were that he could not ge 
unconditional repeal, be has changed his 
muind and decided to inswt upon uncondi- 
tional repea!. This senator said that 
soon as this is provided for, Mr. Cleveland 
will send a message to congress urging the 
adoption of other financial legislation which 
he thinks will relieve the country. Just 
what this is, however, the senator would 
not state. 
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Pugh's Parting Shot. 


During the early hours of the senate 6es- 
sion today, Senator Pugh made a very 
strong statement of his position. He ac- 
knowledged that he was to be defeated is 
his fight against unconditional repeal, but 
he demonstrated that he would go down 
with his banners flying gallantly to the 
breeze and he would die with his boots on.. 


He said the change of the senate, which ) 


Was against repeal to the side of repeal, 
had been accomplished by other than the 
theory and practice of rightful representa- 
tion. He said the majority of democrats 
wanted to compromise the thing and they 
had attempted to do so. Their conferences 
were with the full knowledge of the presi- 
dent and Secretary Carlisle. They had ac- 
complished their purpose, and forty-three 
senators had signed the compromise or 
practically agreed to support it when the 
presilent and the secretary of the treasury 
interfered and destroyed the agreement. 
He said he was willing and wanted to con- 
tinue filibustering, but he could not get suf- 
ficient support to carry it on. He was 
proud of being called a filibusterer; filibus- 
tering had defeated two foree bills aud the 
rights of the minority were the south’s only 
hope. Ile had rather be called a filibuster- 
er by the golkdbues than a traitor by the 
people who. had intrusted him with his high 
office. - Tle denounced the repeal bil! 
an infamous. bill: declared that he would 
vote against it and leave the consequences 
to his God and his conscience.

He's in Favor of Reltef, 

There are numbers of senators who feel 
just like Senator Pugh, but as the fight 
had become so bitter between what is term- 
ed the administration and the anti-admin- 
istration wings of the party, the anti-ad- 
ministration wing has decided for the ben- 
efit of the whole party to flop with the ad- 
nlinstration wing. They will submit to 
the passage of the repeal bill. They will 
simply vote against it and after it is adopt- 
ed then they will make a fight and a gal- 
lant fight, too, for the free coinage of sil- 
ver. They will test the shonesty of the 
statements made by many senators who are 
advocating repeal, If the majority of the 
southern senators have the power, ‘the peo- 
Dle will not have to wait long for the re- 
lief which they have been clamoring for. 
The only question is, can they get sufficient 
support from senators from the other sec- 
tions? If they can only get the support of 
the senators who have announced them- 
selves bimetallists, all will come right very 
Soon, 

‘The pending question is, will these alleged 
bimetallists prove sincere in their declara- 
tons ? 

That Horse Book.

The Bankruptcy Bill. 


Severai fililbustering motions were made, 
but a quorum had not been developed when 
ihe morning hour expired and debaie on the 
bankruptcy bill was resumed. 

Mr. Lane, of Illinois, took the floor in oppo- 
sition to the measure. He made the broad 
statement that a bankruptcy bill could not be 
passed in this country at this time. If a man 
faiis for thirty days to pay an obiigation that 
has become due he forfe.ts his estate: The 
bankruptcy laws of no other coumtry were 
more drastic, more merciless than this. His 
people were debtors. Their farms were mort- 
gaged. Agriculture was depressed. Farm 
iands worth $45 a few years ago sold for S20 
today. Horses worth $175 could be bought 
for $50; sheep that brought $5 were bargains 
at $1.50. In the mame of heaven, does a 
democratic congress intend to foree a farmer 
in times of such depression to go a hundred 
mites to be brought up in a federal court ro 
pay a bankrupt merchant in his own tovwe? 
The eastern creditors would foreclose western 
mortgages.

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CITIZENS PROTEST. 


Jacksonville Does Not Want the Old 
System Restored. 


HER OFFICERS ARE ELECTED NOW 


Formerly the Governor Appointed 
Them for the City. 


THOUSANDS AT A MASS MEETING. 


They Protest Against a Movementi Begun 
to Change the Method—Projected 
Improvements Imperilled. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 25.—A mass 
meeting of the citizens of Jacksonville ir- 
respective of political faith or class was 
held tonight to express public sentiment 
with reference to a suit in quo warranto re- 
cently instituted in the supreme court with 
the purpose of having dectared unconstitu- 
tional the Australian ballet law, under 
which the present city government of Jack- 
sonville was chosen in July last. If this 
law should be so declared it would restore 
the statute under which the governor of 
the state appoints the municipal officers of 
Jacksonville—a system which was obnox- 
ious to nine-tenths of the population—and 
the municipal oilicérs appointed prior to 
July 18th would be reinstated ip office. 

The restoration of the old regime would 
also nullify the action of the city of Jack- 
souville in authorizing immediately the 
issue of $1,000,000 in bonds for public im- 
provements. ‘These circumstances brought 
out an immense gathering—thousands be- 
ing unable to gain admission to the hali— 
and the speeches were condemnatory of 
ihe quo warranto proceedings. Not a word 
was said by anybody in justification of 
them. Captain M. C. Rice, ex-mayor, pre- 
sided, 

A series of resolutions were also adopted 
calling ‘on the attorney general to dismiss 
the suit, in order that it may not appear 
to the outside world that any of the peo- 
ple of Jacksonville are opposed to local 
self-government or wish to foist them- 
selves into offices which the citizens have 
filled by an election the fairest ever held 
in the state. 

Chairman Rice was directed to appoint 
a committee of one hundred who shall take 
the steps necessary to form a public welfare 
association by which it is hoped to unite 
the two factions, which have hitherto pre- 
vented unity of action here.

Silver's Champions Are Winding Up Their 
Speeches as Fast as Possible. 

Washington, October 25.—When the senate 
resumed its session this morning Mr. Peffer 
offered a resolution, which was referred to 
the committee on judiciary. It recited fhe 
fact that a difference of opinion exists as to 
the legal effect of the repeal of a part of the 
act of February 28, 1IS79, by the passing of 
the act of July 14, 1890, some persons main- 
tuining that the free and unallmited coinage 
of the sliver dollar at the ratio of 16 to 1 is 
still the law of the land. dt, therefore, di- 
rects the comiuniitee on the judiciury to in- 
vestigate and report on the question at its 
eiriiest convenience, 

Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, from 
on foreign relations, reported 
house joint resolution: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of congress 
that the acknowledgement of tie government 
and people of the United States be tendered 
to the various foreign governments of the 
wor!d that have so generonsly and effectively 
co-operatel in the quadro-centennial exposi- 
tion, held in Chicago in commemoration of 
the discovery of America by Christopher 
Columbus. 

“Resolved, That a _ certified copy of the 
foregoing resolutions be prepared in suitable 
form by the secretary of state of the United 
States and forwarded through the customary 
diplomatic channels to the respective fore:gn 
governments.” 

Cheap Thanks, 

Mr. Sherman asked for the immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution, as the exposition 
Was about to close. 

Mr. ‘Hoar, of Massachusetts, regarded the 
resolution as an exceedingly awkward and 
imperfect method of meeting with the ques- 
tion, The mode of tendering the thanks of 
the United States was by a sort of cirenlar. 
It seemed to him that the president of the 
Urited States should make an express and 
courteous acknowledgement to each govern: 
ment by name.

The Masses for Silver. 

Mr. Pugh said that he was satisfied that 
nine-tenths of the wuneonditional repealers 
did mot desire the free coinage of silver by 
an international agreement, nor did he be- 
lieve that President Cleveland desired it. or 
would make any earnest effort to secure it. 
He had never sa.d he expected or desired any 
international agreement. Mr. Pugh had no 
doubt that a larger majority @fthe people of 
the Umited States were against the uncon- 
ditional repeal .of the Sherman act than 
there ever was against the force bill. 

Referring to the recent compromise, Mr. 
Pugh said the democratic senators had 
united <n the spirit of compromise and con- 
cession and selected an equal number of sena- 
tors from those friendly to unconditional re 
peal and those opposed to It, and with the full 
knowiedge of President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Carlisle that such effort was being made 
to bring democratic senators together upon 
some common ground that could be enacted 
into law. They accomplishel that laudable 
undertaking, so far as to agree upon a com- 
promise, that secured the signatures of every 
democratic senator but six, The fact wits 
not considered doubtful that forty-three demo- 
eratiec senators would have sanctioned the 
compronuse had not President Cleveland in- 
terposed objection aud demanded wuncondi- 
tional repeal at all hazards. 

Mr. Puch was now satisfied that all effort 
at cormoromise had failed solely on account 
of Pre-ident Cleveland and his secretary of 
the treasury. He was satisfied that he could 
pot get a svflicient number senators to 
join him in fiibustering practices and he was 
foreed to record his vote agaiusi: this diaboli-

The time might come when the haughty 
tyrants would meet a rebuke from the people. 
He said he presumed it was apparent that the 
speeches now being made by. those who be- 
lieved in the continuance of the purchase of 
silver and the Sherman law until free coinage 
could be brought about, were not being made 
with the hope of convincing any senators of 
a definite opinion. He laid at the door of 
a defective monetary system responsibility 
for the great mass of unemployed and said 
the highest goal of civilization in a nation 
would not be reached until every man was 
kept busy. 

Jones Quotes Macauley. 

Mr. Jones quoted from 2n address of Senator 
Sherman before the legislature of Ohfo, 
wherein he said what he favored was “the 
hest money and plenty of ¢t,"" This was a 
contradiction of. terms, said Mr. Jones, for 
the “best dollar’’ was that with fhe greatest 
purchasing power, and the increased pur- 
chasing power came from the scarcity of the 
dollar. So. Mr. Sherman favored ‘‘scarce 
money and plenty of it.”’ Tle desired to say 
a few words in behalf of the silver miners 
of the United States. They were a brave 
and hardy people, and tried by every gauge 
of manhood and patriotism, they responded 
to al! tests. 

In conelusion Mr. Jones said: ‘‘The Roman 
republic. Mr. President, did not lose its liber- 
ties until the senate had degenerated into 
a mere instrument for recording the will of 
the chief magistrate."” Macauley has com- 
mented npon the case with whieh all demo- 
cratic forms and the names and titles apper- 
taining to a republican form of government 
were preserved in that eommonwealth, con- 
eurrenitiy with the absorption of all the 
powers of the state executive, legislative and 
judicial, in the hands of one man. But that 
was a long time ago. T:mes change and men 
change with them. This is a very different 
repudlic from that of Rome, and although 
history, we are told, sometimes repeats 
itself, I, for one, will not believe that the 
senate of the United States is ever to become 
a subservient senate. If, however, there is 
a majority in this senate in favor of repeal 
let me admonish those senators to pause 
and reflect that there is no ex‘gency what- 
ever that demands its passage, that no con- 
dition requires it, and that it is excellent to 
have a giant’s strength, but it is tyrannous 
to nse it like a gnat. (Applause in the gal- 
leries.) 

The senate then went into executive session 
and at 5:15 o’clock p, m. took a recess until 
11 o'clock tomorrow merning.

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Mr. Cleveland Says He Never Wavered in His 
Belief While He Prayed. 

Washington, October  25.—Dresident 
Cieveland came into the city this morning 
at 11 o'clock. He is very much pleased at 
the turn affairs have taken in the senate, 
although he has believed all along that the 
unconditional repeal bill would pass. There 
have been times of anxiety, but never 
for a moment did the president waver in 
his belief. It is learned at the white house 
that the president will have no suggestions 
to make as to a recess or adjournment 
after the passage of the repeal bill, although 
he was anxious to have the bill extending 
the length of time for the registration of 
the Chinese to pass.

MORE CHEERFUL NOW. 
Brunswick’s Darkest Hour Has Passed and 
Hope Revives. 

Brunswick, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)— 
General good cheer all along the line is the 
feeling in Brunswick tonight. With the 
day's record of no deaths, no serious eases 
developed, several bad under 
control, the number of discharges exceed- 
ing the new cases, the people well fed, 
good supplies and nourishments on hand 
and more coming to carry the people 
through, nurses, doctors and all officials 
well organized, frost only about a month 
off and with a confident feeling that within 
two months from now they can get away 
for a rest, all who have stayed here feel 
encouraged. Those who are here are not 
particular about trifles. Sixty days is not 
a long time to wait for release after what 
they have passed through and they are 
glud to anticipate even distant relief. Af- 
ter seventy-two days of panic, demoraliza- 
tion, starvation, threatened riot, vellow 
fever, malarial fever, deaths, quarantines 
and criticism, together with a few minor 
troubles, such as people and canines going 
mad and fighting and killing, they will 
quietly submit to many more days of quar- 
antine without protest. Brunswickians may 
eat their Christmas dinner surrounded by 
the same shotgun quarantine, but that will 
be all right if the people outside and Sur- 
geon Murray inside will let them out by 
January Ist. 


CASES good 
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THIRTY NEW CASES. 


The Weather Is Favorable for a Spread of 
the Fever in Mild Form. 

Brunswick. Ga., October 25.—Thirty new 
cases were reported here today, five of 
the cases being white, and one new case 
on Jekyll island. 

The new white eases are: Horace Green- 
field, Miss Katie Currie, Mrs. A. J. Bras- 
well, G. W. Horton and Mrs. Helgrien. 

There are now under treatment forty 
white and 222 negroes, a total of 262. Tour 
hundred and sixty cases have been dis- 
charged. Thirty-three whites died and nine 
colored, a total of forty-two. 

Seven hundred and sixty-four patients 
have been and are under treatment today. 
The number discharged today exceeds the 
new cases by one. There are no very se- 
rious cases under treatment. Several cases 
have been pulled through black vomit. The 
weather is warm and favorable to — the 
spread of the disease, but unfavorable to 
fatality. ‘The physicians are all hopeful. 
Relief is being judiciously given out. The 
sick are having proper care and nourish- 
ment. The people’are as well satisfied as 
could be under such circumstances. More 
relief will come in from several points to 
insure against future starvation. The gen- 
eral outlook is cneouraging, considering past 
experiences.

Whisky Ruined Him, but It Was in Spec- 
ulation Not Drink—Found in 
the Far W est. 


Little Rock, Ark., October 25.—Phil H. 
McHenry, a well-known Arkansas traveling 
man, arrived this evening over the Cotton 
Belt and states that “Dick” Tate, the de- 
faulting ex-treasvrer of Keutucky, was on 
board in charge of two officers—a sheriff 
and detective—en route for Kentucky. Tate 
was in irons. He was captured fifty miles 
from Yuma, Aw. The officers refuse to 
talk, says the informant, except to state 
that their capture was worth $25,000 to 
them, the reward now standing for his 
capture. 

J. W. Tate, known to 
as “Unele Dick.” was treasurer 
state of Kentucky for twenty-two 
and his name was a synonym for honesty. 
In 1ISSS the state legislature demanded an 
investigation of his office and he was found 
due the state $100,000. He had invested 
the money in coal lands and whisky. He 
immediately left his family and friends 
and had not been heard of since. When 
the shortage was found the old bondsmen 
had been released and the new bondsmen 
had not been qualified and the shortage 
is still pending in the Franklin circuit court.

Washington, Ind., October 25.—James 
Stone, who some days ago confessed that 
he, with the five men now in prison, mur- 
dered the Wrattan family in Davies county 
a few weeks ago, made another confes- 
sion last night to parties in this city.

The officers went 
out this morning before daylight and found 
them where Stone had stated. A small 
bloody ax and a corn knife were hidden 
in a piece of woods close by the scene of 
the tragedy.

It is the opinion 
that Stone may or may not be telling the 
truth. He has the reputation of being a 
notorious liar. It is not believed that he 
did the deed alone.

Washington, October 25.—Mr. Brawley, of 
South Carolina, was heard by the banking 
and currency commitiee in favor of his bill to 
suspend the tax on notes, called c'earing house 
ceitificates, in South Carolina. He said these 
certificates Were cashed in the form of hotes.

Chairman Springer asked if these notes 
were in circulation, like those in New York. 
Mr. Brawley replied that he knew very little 
about the New York clearing house certifi- 
cates. The National bank, which was a Unit- 
ed States depository, in Charleston, sent a 
check on a national bank in New York to the 
assistant treasury to pay its balance and the 
treasurer refused to take the check for the 
reason that it would be paid in clearing house 
certificates, 

Mr, McLaurin gave some information regard- 
ing the circulation of the Columbian Associa 
tion certificates.

Gevernor Tillman said they were about the 
only currency which the state had recenttiy, 
but they were not being circulated.

The Railroads Would Not Give a Popular 
Rate and the Project Is Dropped. 

Raleigh, N. ©., October 25.—(Special.)— 
Rev. W. F. Wilhelm, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian chureb at Hillsboro, and one of 
the most prominent preachers in the syn- 
od of North Carolina, died there last night.

HE SALUTED MELLO’S FLAG 


And Admiral Stanton Was Removed from 
Command of the American Squadron. 

Washington, October 25.—The wilitary 
authorities learned late today by telegram 
from Rear Admiral Stanton, in command 
ot the United States naval forees at Kio 
de Janeiro, that this officer had saluted 
the flag of Admiral Mello, commanding 
the insurgent fleet. This salute was not 
authorized by any instructions the admi- 
ral had received. 

It was an unfriendly act toward a friend- 
ly power, and the secretary of state 
issued an order detaching Admiral Stan- 
ton from command of his squadron and 
turning it over to Captain Picking, the next 
officer in rank. This was in reply to a tel- 
egram of inquiry.

SHOT IN A BARROOM 


Jelaw, a Roustabout, Kills a Cripple 
at Bronswick. 


THE DEAD MAN GAVE NO OFFENSE. 


An Exciting Pursuit in a Boat and the 
Murderer Captured—Says He Was 
Shooting at Another Man. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 25.—(Special.) 
William Jelow shot and killed Raford 
Curry at 6:30 o'clock tonight in William 
McClure’s barroom, known as ‘“The Office,” 
located in the rear of the vacant building 
at the corner of George and Bay streets. 
The murder was cold blooded and cowardly. 
Jelow’s mind was frenzied by drink and 
the refusal of a barkeeper to give him more. 

The murderer was a roustabout. Curry 
was a peaceful cripple who of late has 
tried to lead a quiet life, moving about the 
streets on crutches, while the stump of one 
limb from above the knee dangled, a re- 
minder of an accident when at work once 
on a pile driver. 

Jelow, the murderer, staggered into the 
bar and calid for a drink. Frank Scott, the 
bartender, refused to hand it out, saying: 

“Billy, you’ve had enough.” 

“You say I am drunk, take that,” ex- 
claimed Jelow as he jerked out a pistol and 
pulled the trigger. 

The bullet sped harmlessly into the wall, 
Curry, Who was standing quietly by drew 
away. 

‘“Tuke this,’ yelled Jelow as he backed 
out of the door and tired the second time. 
This ball struck Curry who began falling. 

“And this,” and another ball struck Cnr- 
ry, who fell to the floor. Jelow backed 
further away and Scott ran out facing 
him, clearing Curry’s prostrate form at 
one bound. Again the pistol was raised, 
A passer-by, Horace Robinson, rushed to 
the murderer’s side and grasped his arm. 
The scene was intensely dramatic. Robin- 
son swung to Jelow and begged him not 
to shoot again. A crowd quickly assembled. 
With an oath the murderer broke from 
Robinson and fled. 

Curry had died almost instantly. He 
was hit twice in the breast by tbe bullets. 
Rev. Father Hennessy came by but he 
was too late to be of assistance. 

The saloon was closed and a crowd 
started in search of Jelow. Sheriff Berrie, 
on horseback, rode at breakneck speed 
through the streets and woods posting the 
guards. This proved unnecessary, for across 
the bow of bis schooner, Matt Henry Hey- 
wood observed a man pulling hard against 
the tide. Heywood jumped into a boat 
and gave chase. He called to Jelow to stop. 

The pursued dropped his oars and said: 
“I give up. Don’t shoot.” Turning his boat 
around Jelow rowed silently to the shore. 
His captor followed with a drawn pistol. 

On the wharf Lee Curry stood swearing 
vengeance against his brother’s murderer. 
In the nick of time help arrived and Cur- 
ry was led off and Jelow carried to jail. 
Jelow made a statement in his cell. He de- 
nied any intention to kill Curry and said 
he shot at Scott in self-defence. Jelow 
bas a son who bears a good reputation. 

The harroom where the killing occurred 
was the scene of another murder recently. 

Mayor Lamb will hold an inquest tomor- 
row. The coroner is gone and J ustice Coker 
is sick. To the horror of the epidemic three 
murders have been added. 


FROM BRIDE TO JAIL. 


Sullivan Stole a Wife and a Horse, Selling 
the Latter. 

Danielsville, Ga., October 25.—(Special.) 
On the night of October 16th, the horse of 
Mr. William M. Franks, of Hart county, 
was stolen from his stable, and for two 
davs or so no trace of the thief could be fol- 
lowed out of the community. Yesterday 
Mr. Franks came to Danielsville and found 
his horse and swore out a warrant charging 
Walter Sullivan, a farmer neighbor but 
who now lives near here, with the theft. 

Sullivan had traded the horse, and the 
day before had stolen and married the 
daughter of Mr. W. R. Collins, a well-to- 
do and highly respected citizen of this coun- 
tv.

It has been an interesting question among 
railroad folks lately whether the Southern 
Passenger Association would grant the pe- 
tition that bas been before the association 
asking for a rate of one cent per mile to 
the world’s fair eud return op behalf of 
confederate veterans.

Assemble in Acworth to Organize for the 
Punishment of Kural Marauders Who

Acworth, Ga., October 

The farmers of Cobb, Bartow, Paulding 
and Cherokee counties assembled in mass 
meeting in Acworth today. 

‘There were over six hundred substantial 
farmers present, together with all the cot- 
tou gin owners of the surrounding country. 

It seems that on last Thursday night every 
public cotton gin in the territory named 
was posted with notices which ordered the 
cessation of ginning. The notice declared 
that it had been decided that ®#o more cot- 
ton should be ginned until the price went up 
to 10 cents a pound; that not only would 
gins which continued work be burned, but 
that any cotton grower who should haul 
his product to a gin would find his house 
burned down on his return. At first the no- 
tices were regarded as the work of idle 
persons, but when the extent of territory 
posted became known it was apparent that 
there was in the country a dangerous or- 
ganization. Upon the presentation of 
these facts to Governor Northen he offered 
a reward of S250 each for the arrest of 
persous guilty of this new species of crime. 

The demoralization which followed beg- 
gars description. Business was at -once 
clogged and the receipts of cotton in all the 
towns of the territory named fell off. Ac- 
worth, which usually receives at this season 
2) bales a day, has not received fifty, all 
told, since last Thursday. A mass meeting of 
the farmers and ginners of the four counties 
was called today in Acworth, and it was 
well attended. 

Mr. Orlando Awtry was 
chair and Mr. J. J. Northeut acted 
secretary.

WIVES MIXED UP IN IT 


Mrs. Johnson Said That Mrs. Thurmond 
Was After Her Hosband. 


HE SHOWED HIS SPOUSE A NOTE. 


A Scandal Grew Out of It, and Now There 
Is a Sensational Slander Sait in Pro- 
gress—It Broke Up the Choir. 


Athens, Ga., October 253) —(Special.)— 
The celebrated slander case of Dr. W. 
H. Thurmond and wife vs. H. O. John- 
son and wife, came up for trial in Clarke 
superior court this morning. 

Lhe prominence of the parties and the 
nature of the case make the trial one of 
the inost interesting ever held in Clarke 
county, and the courthouse was thronged 
to hear the testimony. 

Thurmond and wife are suing Johnson and 
wife for slander, and ask the court to 
grant them $10,000 damages. The plaintiffs 
ure represented by T. W. Rucker, of At- 
tanta, and Kkrwin & Cobb, of this city, 
while the defendants are represented by 
ex-Governor H. D. MeDaniel, of Monroe, 
and Thomas & Strickland, of Athens. 

The parties,’ all living in Winterville, 
have always previous to the present diffi- 
culty been the best of friends. They were 
members of the same church and Mrs. 
Thurmond and Mr. Johnson were very 
prominent in the church choir. Mrs. Thur- 
mond is a northern lady possessed of rare 
musical talents, and was teaching the 
children of Mr. Johnson music when the 
trouble arose, They frequently interchang- 
ed visits and the two ladies were bosom 
friends. 

The parties are well-to-do people, advane- 
ed to middle life, possessing very interest- 
ing families and associating with the best 
people in that section of the state. 

All these facts tended to lend especial 
interest to the trial this morning. 

The slanderous words charged in the 
plaintiffs writ were that Mrs. Johnson 
had said that Mrs. Thurmond had been 
attempting to take her husband away from 
her and had written bim a note. 

The defendants admitted these facts and 
put in a plea of justification, claiming that 
what Mrs. Johnson said was true and also 
filed an additional plea of extenuating cir- 
cumstances going to mitigate the damages, 

Johnson Pulled Gut a Note. 

In support of the plea of justification they 
introduced “ note claimed to have been 
written by Mrs. Thurmond to Mr. John- 
son encouraging his attentions and wpon 
this it is claimed that Johnson wrote Mrs. 
Thurmond a letter making improper propo- 
sails to her, whereupon Mrs. ‘Thurmond in- 
dignantly wrote to Mrs. Johnson, telling 
her of her husband's infidelity. 

Mrs. Johnson testified that she at once 
showed this letter to her husband, where- 
upon he, to justify his conduct, pulled from 
bis pocket the original note which he chums 
to have received from Mrs. Thurmond, 

These reports being rumored = around 
Winterville to the homes of all the parties, 
brought on the suit for slander. 

The note from Mrs. Thurmond to Mr. 
Jonson, upon which the defendant ex- 
pects to justify himself, was exhibited in 
court and examined by G@. A. Mell, J. 
Hlodgson and W, D. Griffeth, as experts 
in «distinguishing handwritings, to dter- 
mine the genuineness of the note. It was 
written in pencil and much worn. The 
Plaintiffs elaim that the note was written 
by Mrs. Thurmond, but that ite character 
had been changed by Johnson rubbing out 
certain words aud substituting others, and 
they thus account for its worn condition. 

The defendant claims that the note js 
perfectly genuine and that its present blurr- 
ed condition comes from it having been 
ecarried by Johnsun sonm time in his 
pocket. 

The note introduced by the defense and 
on which the principal fight is being made, 
reads as follows: 

The Note in Evidence. 

“Mr. Joinsou—I wish this night to go. my 
love, but I don’t know whether | can by nighe. 
lf Vou can cole by here please ilo so. If hot, 
send amore. Doctor is not at home or 1 could 
hot meet you. | will leave him. 

“MES. THURMOND.” 
They Were Going to Elope.

In Decem- 
ber, ISD1, he paid her fifteen dollars wore 
than was due, telling her she had earned 
it. The next December she was given fif- 
teen dollars more than was due her and a 
note also. The note explained the reason 
for giving the extra amount. She at first 
did not want to take it, but thought if she 
retused to do so, it might cause bad feel- 
ing. She wrote a note thanking him for 
it and telling him that she accepted it as 
tuition and in no other way, and then Mrs. 
Thurmond emphatically said: 
tier Only Note. 

“God being my witness that is the only 
note lever wrote the man. Lo May he sent 
ime an insulting note. It was closely writ- 
ten and commenced ‘my darling.” In it he 
said be had lots of money ald asked me who 
loved me more than he did and who would 
look after me as well as he. ‘he note econ- 
tuined manycinsulting things. 1 threw it 
in the tire tor | knew the doctor would kill 
him if be found it out. I finally told the 
doctor and he wanted to kill him. 

"I persuaded him not to du so, and wrote 
Johnson a etter telling bim I was shocked, 
and if he persisted hl would expose him, 
| never went to his house after receiving 
that letter. I wrote his wife telling ber what 
ber husband had written me in order tuat 
she might know the reason for my not vis- 
iting her.” 

When shown the card that the defense 
bad introduced as having been written by 
her to Mr. Johnson Leld out before 
the jury and said: 

“IT didn’t write that card.” 

Mis. Thurmond testified that she hadn't 
spoken to him since the receipt of bis im- 
proper letter. ‘The court adjourned at this 
point until tomerrow morning wheu. the 
case will again be taken up. Interest jin 
the case is intense. The verdict will proba- 
bly be in by tomorrow night.

Party. 

Thomson, Ga., October °5.—(Special.) 
Colonel Ciaiborne Snead, well known In this 
State as having been 9 most active partici 
pant in democratic affairs, has written a 
letter to Hon. C. H. E.lington, chairman 
of the committee on arrangements at the 
recent mass meeting at Thomson, when 
Mr. Watson spoke, explaining why he could 
not attend and also giving his reasons for 
joining the populist party.

The Governor’s Message. 

Governor Northen’s message 
general assembly is a model document, 
and its suggestions and recommendations 
will be heartily endorsed by the people. 

The governor's arraignment of the fed- 
eral policy of protection is directly in line 
with the pledges of the democratic plat- 
form He points out the ills that have 
resulted from the unconstitutional tax 
known as a protective tariff. and calls at- 
tention to the fact that not content with 
destroying the rights of individuals in 
trade, the government has denied the 
rights of the states in the use of money 
as recognized, authorized and guaranteed 
in the He congratulates 
the country that the party now in power 
is pledged to reduce the tariff to a reve- 
nue basis and repeal the tax on state 
bank notes, and advises the general as- 
sembly at an early day to provide for 
the establishment of state banks, under 
safe conditions, without federal inter- 
ference or control. 

These recolumenudations are on the 
right tine, and it is to be hoped that our 
senators and representatives in congress 
will lose bo time in meeting the wishes 
of the people by carrying out the tariff 
and tinancial promises of the Chicago

The Voorhees Bill. 

The full text of the Voorhees — bill, 
Which is now before the senate, and 
Which will shortly become a law, was 
embodied in our dispatches of yesterday. 
li is to be hoped that our readers took 
occasion to examine it, for, as the first 
fruits of a democratic victory, it is an 
umazing piece of legislation. 

The democratic platform docs not de- 
mand the unconditional repeal of any 
particular part of the Sherman law, but 
denounces the entire act as a cowardly 
makeshift and recommends its speedy re- 
peal by its republican supporters and its 
republican author. The platform then 
on to declare that the democrats 
“hold to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country, 


oes 


and to the coinage of both gold and sil- 


ver without discriminating against either 
metal.” 

The Voorhees bill repeals the purechas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act, revives 
the Sherman law of 1875, and leaves in- 
tact the clause which gives the secretary 
of the treasury the right to say that sil- 
ver dollars shall be redeemable in gold. 
In fine. when the Voorhees bill becomes 
a law, our coined silver will no longer 
he standard money—the money of final 
payment—but will hold the same posi- 
tion in our currency that the legal tender 
greenbacks hold. 

That will be the effect of the Voorhees 
bill when it becomes a law. Having 
accomplished this much, the Voorhees 
measure takes a humorous turn. Hav- 
ing knocked silver out of our currency 
as a money standard, it goes on to re- 
mark that the solemn pledge of the par- 
ty, made at Chicago, should by all means 
be borpe in mind, and it then proceeds, 
with a gravity that is nlimost serious, to 
enact the party pledge, not initio a law, 
but into a declaration of policy! 

It will do no harm to reproduce the 
Voorhees bill here. It is worth study- 
ing as a perfect piece of machinery for 
establishing the single gold standard, and 
in legislating a solemn democratic pledge 


into a policy instead of into a law. This. 


is the text of the wonderful bill: 

That so much of the act approved July 4, 
1800, entitled “An act directing the purchase 
of silver bullion and the issue of treasury 
nofes thereon, and for other purposes,”’ as di- 
rects the secretary of the treasury to pur- 
chase from t:me to time siiver bullion to the 
aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounces, or so 


much thereof as may be offered in each month , 


at the price thereof, not exceeding one dollar 
for 271.25 grains of pure silver, and to issue 
in payment for such purchases treasury notes 
of the United States, and the same is hereby 
repealed. : 

And it is hereby declared to be the policy of 
the United States to continue the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money and to 
coin both gold and silver into money of equal 
intrinsic exchangeable value, such equality to 
be secured through international agreement or 
dy such safeguards of legislation as will in- 
gure the maimtenance of the parity in value 
of the coins of the two metals and the equal 
power of every dollar at ali times in the mar- 
kets and in the payments of debts. And it 
is hereby further declared that the efforts of 
the government should be steadily directed tn 
the establishment of such a safe system of 
bimetallism as wil! maintain at all times the 
equal power of every dollar coined or issued 
by the Ua.ted States in the markets and in 
the payments of debts. 


It will be seen that this measure which | 


tbsolutely destroys, for the time being, 
che efficacy of silver as ua money stand- 
ard, endexvors to atone for that perform- 


ance in some sort by quoting the verbiage 
of the pledge of the democratic platform, 
and declaring that the promise of ‘ie 
party shall be the policy of the party. 
And it is expected that the people will 
be satisfied with this. 

This reminds us of a litile story that 
is sometimes told in whispers in the 
Asiatic provinces. A man had been un- 
justly put in jail. Not only a large fani- 
ily, but a great number of people were 
dependent on him for support. He had 
many powerful friends and followers, 
and these, after a long siege, obtained 
control of the city In which the man was 
unjustly imprisoned. They took entire 
charge of affairs, and the keys of the 
prison were turned over to them. They 
rejoiced and had many carousals in cele- 
brating their victory. 

This continued for 
some one suggested that the time had 
come When their friend should he 
leased from his captivity. This sugges- 
lion seemed to please evervbody, and so 
ihose who had assumed the leadership 
passed a law after a good deal of foolish 
opposition, declaring it to be their policy 
to release their friend from his long im- 
prisonmeit. This wise law gave im- 
mense satisfaction to everybody except 
the man in jail and those who were de- 
pendent on him. At last accounts the 
man was siill imprisoned, although there 
was 4a movement on foot to ask some 
of the neighboring ‘tribes to consent to 
his release. 

The Voorhees Dill is a magnificent 
measure if the people meant by their 
votes that the democratic pledges were 
to be enacted into policies and not into 
living and efficacious laws. It is a time- 
ly and an appropriate measure if the 
peoples in endorsing the democratic plat- 
form, meant that silver should be de- 
stroyed as a money standard and the 
demonetization act revived. 

What will be the result 
democratic legislation proceed on 
same lines? We shall have a law 
pealing the McKinley act and re-enacting 
the Morrill high tariff, and declaring it 
to be the poliey of the party to secure a 
tariff for revenue only. We shall have 
a law increasing the tax on state banks 
to 20 per cent, and declaring it to be 
the policy of the party to repeal the 10 
per cent tax. We should have a law 
enacting the force bill. and declaring it 
to be the policy of the party to denounce 
force bills. 

Let us hope, however, that we are to 
have no more legislation of fhe Voorhees 
stamp. The democrats who represent 
the party have uttered a memorable pro- 
test against it. They have vindicated 
both the party and the people. The 
party cannot be held responsible for the 
attitude of men who uiterly refuse to 
carry out the democratic platform. All 
that it can do is to take heed of the costly 
lesson it has learned. 

Now that the eastern interests are to 
be accorded the privilege of robbing the 
people by means of the single gold stand- 
ard and a eontracted currency, it is to 
he hoped that they will graciously permit

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Senatorial Dignity. 

We judge from the report of aun inter- 
view with Senator Lindsay in The Cou- 
rier-Journal that of the uncendi- 
tional repeal senators were not only 
deeply grieved but seriously alarmed 
when they awoke on Monday morning 
and found that ibey were not exactly 
in line with the administration. 

Their grief and anxiety was such that 
they went about trying to discover the 
arch traitor for words to that effect) who 
had caused them, even for a moment, 
to pretend to be so bold, or so ungrate- 
ful, as to seem to antagonize Mr. Cleve- 
land even in the slightest particular. 
They had not the slightest intention of 
Wigwagging except as the president said 
wigwayg. and when they opened their 
eves on Monday and found that the ad- 
ministration was opposed to the compro- 
mise which they had signed, they felt 
that they had been deceived and be- 
traved. 

Senator Lindsay's complaint is so tear- 
fully eloquent, and is so beautifully typi- 
cal of the repeal democrats who have 
modified or suppressed their views to 
the patronage measure that we present it 
here: 

Of course Tshonld not have put my name to 
the paper if L had not believed it io be, if 
not agreeable, at least not objectionable to 
the administration people. T thought I had 
good reasons for beleving that the president 
and the secretary of the treasury would not 
seriously object to the terms of the agree- 
ment. It came to me in an apparently rea- 
sonable way that the concession would be ac- 
ceptable all around, and, under these circum- 
stamces, I did not see anything left for me to 
do but fall in with my friends who had been 
acting with me all along in favor of uneond.- 
tional repeal, and in this way reconcile dein- 
differences. How such a misunder- 
could have occurred among the 
the administration perpiexes me, 
as it does a number of senators on our side. 
But 1 shall not undertake to solve the mys- 
tery. Sufficient for me to know, and I only 
know it from the publie press, that the adm.n- 
istration is against the compromise, and that 
without democratic harmony at both ends of 
the avenue no compromise can succeed, If 
the reported adminisirat.on opposif.on is true, 
and I have no doubt that it is, Ll shall have to 
accept the situation, I stand where I have 
always sivod—in favor of the uncoud.tiona! 
repeal of the Sherman act, and to accomplish 
that end 1 will votre for a cloture rule in the 
sepate if the opportunity is afforded me. 

It seems clear from this that Senator 
Lindsay was grossly deceived by some 
one. How many others were betrayed 
in this way? Who is the guilty party’? 
Who was the gay deceiver daring enough 
to believe that a repeal senator would 
undertake to entertain opinions different 
from those of the president?

We should cut our tariff down to a 
revenue Dasis and begin to systematically 
reach out for the trade of foreign coun- 
tries. Then, with a home market tak- 
ing evervthing produced by our farmers 
in the food line and a foreign market 
tuking our manufactured goods, our com- 
merce and industry will make this the 
richest country on the globe. 

But the farmers will probably be the 
first to feel this change for the better. 
The day is coming when they will be 
prosperous indeed, if they can avoid 
legislation designed to discriminate 
against them. 


An Irregular Majority. 

The New York Sun ealls attention to 
the fact that the majority on the silver 
question in the senate is “irregularly 
made up of democrats and republicans 
in about equal force.”

WHO WROTE THEM? 


Something Peculiar About That Sixth 
Ward Meeting. 


MEN WHO VOTED FOR THEMSELVES. 


The Tickets Were Prepared in Advance, 
and Even Shown Around-The Com- 
ment of the People. 


As evidence of the fact that a ward meet- 
ing can be a very tame affair when it is so 
arranged, a striking incident about Tuesday 
fiight’s sixth ward meeting offers very 
interesting testimony. 

Of the 191 ‘votes cast that night out of 
a poll of 2,000 in the ward it develops that 
a large majority of the tickets were 

Written by the sume hand, 

On the same kind of paper and 

For the same persons. 

Who wrote them, and what was it al! 
about? 

Following is a fac-simile reproduction 
of the writing of the ballgt which had the 
right of way. It is one of many—every one 
of the same kind aud all written by the 
same hand and on the leaves of a book of 
pencil pad paper: 


THIS DREW A PRIZE. 
It Is a Fac-Simile of the Ticket Which Won 
in the Sixth Ward Meeting Tuesday Night. 


This striking unanimity in tie makeup 
of most of the tickets which were placed 
in the ballot box shows conclusively that 
they had all been turned out of the same 
braw and that they had been manufactured 
by the same writing machine. 30- 
yond a doubt the winning ticket, if it had 
not been agreed upon in advance, received 
a concert of support that was remarkable. 

Many of the people who were at the meet- 
ing when the voting began left before the 
count had been completed, but they did not 
g9 away until they had voted, and thus it 
was that the crowd was so small when the 
result was announced. It wus through 
The Constitution that many ascertained yes- 
terday morning for the first time the names 
of the fifteen who had been elected and 
not a few of them were surprised at the 
defeat which was meeted out to some of the 
most prominent gentlemen of Atlanta who 
had been placed before the meetiug. 

Taking Notice of the Ballots. 

Immediately after the meeting adjourned 
the basket containing the ballots. which 
had been cast was left alone upon one 
table while Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, chairman 
of the city executive committee and Mr. 
Frank Rice stood against another table 
discussing the result. The basket of ballots 
looked tempting to a Constitution reporter 
and he quietly stuffed his pockets full of 
the useless ballots and was reaching for 
another handful when Mr. Cabaniss and 
Mr. Rice called a halt on the proceedings, 
declaring that the papers were the property 
of the meeting and that no one had any 
right to them. 

“Why, they should be destroyed,” said 
Mr. Rice. “They are no good to any 
one.” 

“So they should,’ replied the chairman 
of the city executive committee, and one 
of the elected delegates to be voted for 
at the coming primary in the sixth ward. 

And as both gentlemen spoke they both 
dived into the basket and began turning 
the tickets over. They glanced at the back 
of .euch paper and tore them up. They 
/were evidently looking for the votes they 
had cast and the indications are that both 
were successful, for the ballot of neither 
was found among the number that was 
taken from the basket and brought to The 
Constitution office. After the search the two 
gentlemen tore up what tickets were left in 
the basket and requested one of the par- 
ties who had taken some of them out to 
restore them to the basket so that they 
might be destroyed, too. But the reporter 
answered: 

“Nay, Pauline,” and walked away. 

What the Ballots Disclosed. 

The tickets, numbering about one hun- 
dred, were all crumpled up and it was a 
task to straighten them out. But this was 
done and when it was completed it was 
found 

That forty-two of these tickets were on 
exactly the same kind of paper; 

That every one of the tickets on the same 
kind of paper was in the same handwrit- 
ing: 7 

That the names on these tickets came 
in the same order and contained the same 
naines: 

That of the 101 tickets brought away 
only forty contained the names of gentle- 
men who were defeated. 

When this discovery was made known on 
the streets yesterday it caused the people 
generally to pause a minute for thought. 
and when they had thought they asked: 

Who compiled the ticket which won? 

Who wrote the names of the centle- 
men who are before the sixth ward for 
delegates to the committee of one hundred 
so often? 

And if the ticket had not been agreed 
upon, why did he write the names in the 
same order every time? 

No one could be found to answer the 
questions satisfactorily, and last night the 
people were as much in the dark as they 
were before the discovery was made. 

The public, too, was surprised to learn 

That Mr. Sam [Inman received less than 
thirty votes, while Colonel N. J. Hammond 
did no better and James R. Wylie — did 
not fare any better. 

Voting for Themselves. 

But probably one of the funniest and 
most comical features of the ballots was 
the fact that some of the gentlemen who 
were elected voted for themselves. 

This is shown by the fact that the face 
of the ticket carries the name of the gentle- 
man as a candidate,while his name is written 
on the back, showing that he voted it. 
« However, this may be due in the majority 
of these cases to the: fact that some of 
the candidates accepted a ticket which had 
been written for them, and voted it without 
first seeing what names were on it. It was 
the ticket agreed upon, and that was ali 
the veter cared to know. 

It is still funnier that two or three of the 
tickets shyvw that the voter knew that he 


e 
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parent by the fact that some other name 
than that of the voter was scratched off 
the face of the ticket and that the votcr 
had written his own name where the name 
was erased. 

And that the change was made by the 
man who voted is established by the handd- 
writing in which his name is made on the 
front and the back of the ticket. 

The name in both places is in the same 
handwriting. 

seime Scattering Tickets. 

There were a few, however, who wrote 
their own tickets, and it was a mighty 
few. These tickets showed an originality, 
too, and they were evidently made by those 
who were uneducated, or by genticmen 
who were wholly independent of the meet- 
ing.

of James's store. This bid was accredited to 

Abercromble, but later Mr. J. M. 
deposited with the receiver a certified 
for $13.840. Mr. Bass says that his 

is the highest specific bid and he 1s 
entitled to the stock. Judge Lumpkin will 
piss upon it today. 

“fT would: like;,”’ sakl Mr. J. M. High, “to 
expiain our position in this matter, to prevent 
any misunderstanding. We did put in three 
bids, which is not unusual in such cases, anda, 
indeed, another fitin bad in three bids in this 
particular case.

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CHIVOT GOES HOME. 


Patrolman Wright Delivers Him to the 
French Legation. 


HE .LEAVES FOR PARIS THIS WEEK. 


The Ambassador's Assistant to Accom- 
pany Him on His Journey Across 
the Water. 


Patrolman Augustus Wright returned yes- 
terterday from Washington, where he went 
to deliver jnto the bands of the French am- 
bassador, M. George Chivot, the Irench 
diplomat who indulged in such wild expe- 
riences while in Atlanta last week. 

Monsieur Chivot was left at the French 
legation in Washington, and is by this time 
on his Way to his native Jand, penitent for 
| his lively little escapade in this city. Of- 
lticer Wright but little With 
| his distinguished charge. Chivot offered 
} ho resisance to the officer's presence on the

| journey, but talked good humoredly while 


bot weeping. 

Wright says Chivot was acutely misera- 
ble during the entire trip from Atlanta to 
the national capital. He wept frequently 
and expressed his penitence at the way he 
had conducted himself before leaving here. 
He said he remembered bhothing vf his 
Wild actious und attempt to kill himself. 

“i Was loaded with morphine and chloro- 
form and remember nothing | did. If I 
tried to kill myself, [| am very glad I was 

*prevented from doing so, for 1 am sure that 
in my rational moments J have no desire to 
die.’”’ 

When Wright arrived in Washington with 
his charge he went in a hack to Senator 
Colquitt’s residence, He had a letter from 
a geutieman in this city to Senator Colquitt 
explaining the situation. M, Chivot was 
carried into Senator Colquitt’s room, but 
broke down completely and could not speak. 
He said he had nothing to say, and did not 
wish to stop in Washington at all, prefer- 
ring to go on to New York. 

From Senator Colquitt’s Wright carried 
Chivot. to the French legation, where the 
worried diplomat was turned over to the 
acting umbassador. Chivot had a long con- 
versation of two hours with the ambassa- 
dor and agreed to go back to France this 
week. Wright carried M. Chivot to a ho- 
tel where he Was registered under an as- 
suined named and the matter kept from the 
papers. Chivot was badly cut up, however, 
to find that the Wasbington dailies had 
published accounts of his doings in this 
city to the length of a column and a half. 
He had hoped that the matter would not 
get to the capital. 

Chivot was carried to News York by the 
ambassador on Tuesday. This official stated 
that he would send the diplomat 
to his home on the first steamer, in charge 
of some one ‘if a suitable person contd be 
fousd, if not, he would accompany him him- 
self. 

M. Chivot evineed a great anxiety for 
Patrolman Wright to accompany him to 
France and offered to bear his expenses for 
the trip and pay him liberally for his ser- 
vice.

NEW YORK, October 25—Liverpool gave a b!ack eve 
to the market, closing 1-tid lower than yesterday and 
bringing about a deciine here that ono time was 14 
pvints below last night’s close. A recovery from this 
took place of 6 points, closing firm. Liverpool, we 
understand, declined on estimates of 127,060 bales for 
the interior this week, against 102,000 last year. 
We gave vesterday The Chronicle’s figures of the 
amount that came into sight this week Jast 
year, but that statement was for eight days. We 
have obtained the New Orleans fig ures, which for 
this week iast year were 366,000 bales, against 
466,000 the year before. Now, if the amount 
coming into sight this week should be 400,000 bales it 
would be an increase of 31,000 bales, or a total of 62,000 
bales since September Ist over last year, and yet the 
movement has been considered very large. It must 
not be forgotten that the movement of last year was 
considered small, and, therefore to exceed that move- 
ment is not actually very large, and it will have to 
grow relatively larger in order to confirm big crop es- 
timates. The semi-weekiy movement at thirteen towns, 
reported by New Orleans, shows an actual gain in 
stocks of only 7,000 bales over last year, while the total 
stocks are 161,000 bales, as against 213,000. Liverpool 
is being filled up with large crop estimaies; and, while 
it is pgssible that they may be realized, it is decidedly 
impossible, in our opinion, because our confidential in- 
formation from Texas today is of a character toshowa 
serious loss in that state. The Galveston News will 
say tomorrow that the replies from 1,250 ginners, cov- 
ering the entire state, show that up to October J6th 
there had been 30 per cent less ginned then last year, 
and the average of their estimate of the amount to be 
ginved after October 15th is 29'5 per cent less than last 
year. This would indicate acrop for Texas of about 
1,500,000 bales, agaiast 2,200,000 bales iast year. The 
Galveston information is that a small movement there 
is expected, and it seems probable that the total move- 
ment this week will prove to have been very near, if not 
entirely, the maximum week of the year.

The first day of the fifty which the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia will sit passed 
without special event beyond the reception 
and reading of the message from his excel- 
lency, the governor. 

A little stir was created in the 
by the introduction of a resolution by Mr. 
Ferguson calling upon Georgia represeuta- 
tives in congress to work for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, but beyond that 
the work was of routine character. 

For some hours prior to the time set 
for the assembling of the legislature yes- 
terday morning the corridors and rotunda 
of the statehouse buzzed with cheerful 
pod animated activity. To the casual spec-

What He Had to Say tv the Members of the 
Legisiature, 

The message of the governor, which was 
read in both houses. was ws follows: 

To the Senate and House of Repr 
tives—Nince adjournment, something 
less than a year ago, tie people of this state, 
together with the pecple of common 
country, bave suffered from the effects of an 
mnusual aud long continued financial str.n- 
Beney. 

If such money panics can occur when our 
harvests are abundant, and no legitimate 
causes are easily apparent, it behooves the 
representatives of the people to inquire into 
the conditions that make them possible. 

Under such conditions there must 
our midst power, somewhere, 
paralyze and destroy, at will, the 
fnterest and the common good. 

Such dangerous influence, ¢f it exist, should 
not only be inquired into and removed, but 
it should be absolutely destroyed. No con- 
ditions of Class can justify the growth of a 
power within the government greater than the 
people who make the government. 

Without reference to matters which 
have, as yet, claimed the attention of our 
national congress, in extraordinary session as 
being beyond the. pale of state authority, I 
Qeem it proper to say to you that, tn my 
eandid judgment, the most, if all the ills 
that affect the country today, come to us, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from the dangerous and 
pernicious policy of the general government 
kpown as protection. The time has come in 
he history of our people when this policy 
as contrary to the spirit of 
free government, and not authorized by the 
organic law that made the American system.

It is gratifying to know that the political 
party now in power stands committed to re- 
peal its resultant, unconstitutional tax which 
destroys the equality of right among citizens 
and builds @ system of centraiized govern- 
spent. 

Not content with denying the rights of the 
individual in trade, the general government 
has advanced to the further denial of the 
rights of the states in their use of money as 
established before the adoption of the con- 
stitution of the United States and fully recog- 
nized, authorized and guaranteed in that fun- 
damental law of our system. 

Ib is equally gratifying to know that the 

- pent federal congress is pledged to repeal 

é fotected monopoly of money also, and 

- te to the states the opportunity for 

th and development commensurate with 


their resources and their unrestrained energy 
and will. 

No tax was ever imposed by the federal 
government upon the issue of state banks 
until the necessities of war demanded the 
revenue. Thig tax was levied then, first. as 
upon manufacturers, for revenue, and finally, 
for protection to our national! infant finaucial 
industries by prohibiting the righis of the 
state in money. 

The authority extended by the national 
government to certain citizens to invest their 
money in government bonds; deposit them 
with the Uated States treasury, receive 
a bank charter and have issued 90 per cent 
of the face value in bills for circulation, was 
not enough to guarantee the success of a 
money monopoly, if state banks of issue were 
tolerated by the general government. There- 
fore, state banks of issue needed to be sup- 
pressed and a monopoly created for national 
currency under protection by the government, 
The tax was levied, the rights of state banks 
to issue bills under state authority were de- 
stroyed, and protected money monopoly now 
threatens, more than all else, the liberties of 
the people. 

Little, if any, revenue was ever collected on 
state tasue, and yet the majority of the su- 
preme court of the United States held that 
it was not within their jurisdiction to pro- 
tect state banks against this wholesale siaugh- 
ter, saving, further, such bdnks niust lcok 
alone to congress for relief. 

Congress is now in session, and to congress 
the states must appeal for an equal chance 
against protected monopoly to prevent un- 
called for panics and the consequent distress 
of the people. 

I recommend, therefore, in antie’pation of 
such action by congress as is guaranteed by 
the democratic platform, auch legislacion as 
w.ll charter state banks of issue, upon such 
safe conditions, without federal interference 
or control, as will secure their credit beyond 
quesiioa and furnish to the bill-holder abso- 
lute and perfect protection. 

When this is done our people will get money 
at a fair rate of interest when they need it, 
and the states will furnish an elastie cur- 
reney that will expand and contract as our 
business needg demand; prices of products 
Will not be reduced because of searcity of 
money, and congestion and contraction will 
be an impossibility under our financial sys- 
tem. 

By independent state action, solvent county, 
and municipal, as well as national 
bonds and cash resources ean be used with 
perfect sécurity for the redemption of state 
bank ‘bills. dn this way our financial 
will be broadened and, with the protection 
of the government removed from monopolies, 
whether in manufactures or money, we wil! 
have sound and abundant money for ‘the 
state and prosperity and content_for the citi- 
zen.

Western Union Telegraph Company v. 
Patrick. Before Jwige Westmoreland. 
City court of Atlanta. 

‘The sender of a telegraphic message hav- 
ing erroneously given the address of the 

seudee as a particular street number in a 

city,’ and the teiegraph company having 
romptly carried the message to that nuin- 
er and being unable to deliver ip because 

the sendee was not to be found there, the 
sender is not entitled to recover of the com- 
pany the penalty prescribed by the act of 

1887 (Acts 1887, p. 11), unless it aftirma- 

tively appears that the company knew the 

proper address of the sendee or could wave 
readily ascertained the same. If upon ex- 
amination of the city directory the initials 
of the sendee’s given name as contained in 
the message were not to be found, the com- 
pany would not, in order to escape the pen- 

alty, be bound to send the message to a 

person Whose surname jn the directory was 

the same as that of the sendee, although 
in point of fact this person was really the 
gendee, whose given name, as set out in the 
directory corresponded to one of the initials 
in the address, the other initial appearing 
in the directory.

to take the car for this reason.

VICTIM OF A LAN 
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D FRAUD. 


A Purchaser Comes a Long Distance but 
Cannot Liudthe Tract. 

Sandersville, Ga., October 25.—({Special.) 
A gentieman from New Orleans who gave 
his name as a Mr. Howell, and represent- 
ing a firm in Wichita, Kan., came 
yesterday for the purpose of locating and 
examining two thousand acres of land in 
Washington county. He described the 
land as being part of a large tract granted 
by the state of Georgia to Enoch Nelson, 
in the year 1704, and containing 219 lots 
of 1,000 acres each. Of this number Mr. 
Howell claimed only 2,000 acres—lots num- 
bers 134 and 135. He said the lands were 
located near Sandersville, perhaps about 
five miles, on “Prairie” ereek and were 
well timbered. He was instructed by the 
firm in Kansas to come to Sandersville and 
examine into this matter and report to 
them. Mr. Howell found no such land 
here and went away seemingly disappoint- 
ed. 

For a number of years past, almost 
weekly, inquiries similar to this have been 
received by the clerk of the superior court, 
the ordinary, posimaster and attorneys here, 
and very often the pretended owners of 
these lands come themselves. Undoubted- 
ly a great swindle has been practiced on 
western Capitalists through these land 
grants. Not the millions of acres 
claimed can be locaied here in this county 
now. 

The secretary of the state, General Phil 
Cook, pronounced these headrisht grant 
land transactions fraudulent late 
lebruary 15, 1802 and Mareh 18, 1803, 
The Atlanta Constitution. Since 17S4 
there have been nine counties carved out 
of Washington county, hence lots 154 and 
135, although not in existence, yet if they 
were, may be down on the Altamaha river 
near the coast.

The receivers for the road as named in 
the application are Messrs. Saniue!l Spencer, 
Frederick Iluidekoper and Reuben IT os- 
ter, 

The suit is brought in behalf of the state 
of Georgia as one of the parties complain- 
ant and the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
It charges that the belt line was con- 
structed by the Georgia Pacific railway 
without authority and that its operation 
since has been contrary ty both law and 
equity. 

The belt line commences at a point on the 
Georgia Pacitic railway about three miles 
distant from the city and crosses over the 
Western and Atlantic track to the Char- 
lotte Air-Line road at a point about five 
miles north of the union passenger depot. 

In the bill filed yesterday morning the 
complainants set out that great injury has 
been wrought to their property by the 
operation of the belt line. Vhey pray tor 
a perpetual injunction to issue against the 
receivers and to this end ask that an order 
be issued directing them to show cause 
why the injunction should not be granted. 

Judge Newman, after reading the bill 
vesierday, set the case for a hearing, -Lt 
will come up before him for consideration 
on the 16th of December. The application 
was filed by Messrs. Payne & ‘Tye, W. 
A. Little and W. A. Wimbish, attorneys 
for the complainauts. 

Several Moonshiners Tried. 

A number of mooushiners were tried be- 
fore Judge Newman yesterday morning. 

Among “the number was a colored broth- 
er who testified to a certain state of facts 
as a witness in one case and then contra- 
dicted his testimomay when it came to his 
own trial before the jury. 

It was amusing to hear his explanation. 
He saw that he was caught and then made 
a desperate effort to get out of the situation. 
This only made matters worse and he soon 
realized that he had no chance of escape. 
The judge sentenced him to a two months’ 
imprisonment in the Hall county jail. 
When the negro heard the sentence he arose 
and thanked Jucdize Newman, as if the 
latter had said, “well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.”

The weather man has an interesting set 
of figures that may serve to indicate the 
temperature of the weather next month. 

‘Lhese figures are based upon observations 
running back over a period of fifteen years 
and all of them are tor this latitude. "The 
statement is carefully prepared and from 
the weather man’s report the tollowing 
points are extracted: 

The normal temperature for the last 
fifteen years is shown to be Sk degrees. 
The warmest November was that of LS9O, 
With an average temperature of oS degrees; 

coldest Was exactly ten years before 
1880. The highest temperature during 
November was on the 10th of 1880; 
the lowest during any November was on 
the 20th of 1880. The average date on 
Which the first killing frost occurred was 
the 7th day of the month. 

The average rainfall during the last fif- 
teen vears for the month of November wus 
four inches. The average number of days 
with a rainfall of one inch and over was ten 
days. The greatest monthly rainfall was 
S21 “inches in ISSO: the least ow 18 
inches in IS0O. The greatest amount of 
rainfall gn any twenty- four hours 
2.54 inches on November 27, 1878. 

The average number of cloudless days 
wis twelve; partly cloudy, ten: clouds 
days, eight.
